Jt was 
ed to an enormous extent in -ship- 
building and many ships built cf it are 
still iw existetice more than 100 years 
later; most of the famous East India- 
men were built of teak. The wood is 
very heavy and hard; its weight ts 
from 42 to 562 pounds per cubic foot, 
Whereas pine only weighs about 30 
pounds per cubic foot. Teak is easily 
worked, but the large quantity of solid 
contained in it nevessitates extra hard 
tools and even then they are subject to 
rapid wea,. The wood containg an oil 
which prevents nails driven into it 
from rusting.—American Machinist.
